Saviour) that there was in old time, 
withourt the ſtrat's of Gibraltcy, a vaſt 1ſland bigger than 
Africa and 4fia rogerher, called Atlantis, which was by a 
violent Earthquake, and mighty floed, in oxe night wholly 
overwhelmed, and drowned in the Sea,—And in the 15th 
year of our Blefied Saviour Feſng Chrift, and the 5th year 
7ibirius Emperour of Rome, 13 Cities in Aja were defſtroy'd 
none night by ar Earthquake.
